PARIS, April 3.—First bulletins of 
Mayor Thompson’s probablé reélection 
as mayor of Chicago hit Paris from 
three directions at 11 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning.

Inquest Emphasizes 
Belief Winnetka 
Woman Suicide. 


The exploded cartridge, which killed 
Mrs. Irving C. Black at the miniature 
rifle range in the basement of her 
home, 985 Vine street, Winnetka, 
Wednesday evening, narrowed investi- 
gation of the death mystery yesterday 
to two theories—suicide or murder. 
The trend of the evidence was toward 
suicide rather than murder. 

Coroner Hoffman, after a four hour 
investigation of the tragedy, said he 
was virtually certain Mra. Black could 
not have been killed by accident. 

The expressed belief of Mrs, Black’s 
husband, Chicago manager of Burton 
Bros. & Co., manufacturers of wash 
goods, 233 West Jackson boulevard, 
was that it was an accident. In this 
conclusion, Mr. Black was joined by 
the Filipino butler, Eugene Macaibay, 
and the latter’s cousin, Padro Tulod, 
who were alone with Mrs. Black in her 
home for several hours before ihe 
tragedy. 

Inquest Deepens Mystery.

Experiments with 
the weapon disclosed that Mrs. Black 
must have opened the breech had ghe 
intended to eject a shell; nor could the 
rifle be fired with the breech in that 
position. Attempts to cause the breech 
to close by pounding, however, were 


unsuccessful. 

Autopsy: Findings.- 

The autopsy performed by Dr. Ed- 
ward Hutton, coroner’s physician, dis- 
closed furthermore: 

That:death had been caused by a 
bullet wound with a point of entrance 
immediately behind the teeth on the 
left side of the facev.and rangipg up- 
ward through the brain to the back 
of the skull. - 

That, despite the wound’s proximity 
to the teeth, all were intact, except 
two on the lower jaw, which had been 
loosened slightly. : 

That there were no external mark 
of violence en the face—as powder 
marks or bruises—and the tongue had 
been untouched by the bullet, It was 
dotted with specks, nevertheless, 
which the physician could not- imme- 
diately classify. | 

The lead, 
roomed, apparently had been fired by 
the target rifle—a weapon of .22 cali- 
ber costing about $4.50. : 

Coroner Disagrees. 

Coroner Hoffman differed from Chief 
Peterson in the latter’s opinion that 
the weapon had been discharged from 
he fleor. 

“The wound bears all the indications 
of close range,” the coroner said. “Of 
course, it may be true that Mrs, Black 
was accidentally shot; but it would have 
been exceedingly singular. Had ama 
geized her by the tlLroat, forced her 
head back and shot her, such a wound 
might have been inflicted. Or she 
might have raised the weapon, tilted 
back her head and pulled the trigger. 

“But I do not understand how she 
could have shot herself by rapping the 
rifie on the floor, and still fail to suffer 
injury to the mouth or teeth.”

“ Treland is almost on the verge of a 

evolution and the government is re- 
sponsible. Let the government say 
frankly whether it intends to repeal 
the home rule act.” 

Sir James Ian MacPherson, making 
his maiden address as chief secretary 
for Ireland, replied to the criticisms. 
made by members of the house. | 

Denounces Sinn Fein Rule. 

After indicating that measures were 
projected to improve educational facill- 
ties and housing, he said: 

“The political unrest in Ireland is 
unabated and outrages of the most 
cruel and unforgivable kind are oc- 
curring. . The menace of Sinn Fein- 
ism, with its cruel and wanton oppres- 
sion, is an enemy of constitutionalism 
and progress.

PARIS, April 3—Reparations and 
frontiers—two of the most important 
factors in making: peace—will not be 
decided and included in the treaty, ac- 
cording to latest developments. The 
amount of reparations and the new 
boundaries for Germany will be left 
for adjustment after peace is con- 
cluded by a commission named by the 
peace conference some time in the fu- 
ture. 

It may be years before the questions 
are finally settled, and then there al- 
ways will be the grave danger that 
Germany will refuse to accept the find- 
ings and recommendations. Since the 
world will be at peace, there will be no 
chance of the allies reopening the war 
in order to insist that Germany pay 
another billion to Belgium or award

The alliés have reduced their figures 
successively, until now they remain 
only the original demands, but this 
very reduction promises trouble, as 
England and France both have been 
promised huge indemnities. and it fs 
feared the people may show an ugly 
temper when the real figures become 
known. 

At the same time Germany has been 
insistently refusing to pay anything 
like the modest sums the allies de- 
‘mand, and the Teuton spokesmen have 
let it be known that the German people 
would absolutely refuse to support 
any government that acceded to such 
demands. 

Three in Same Boat. 

Thus ill three—Great _—iBritain, 
France, and Germany—favor the new 
scheme which merely mentions that 
full reparation must be made without 
fixing the sum.

REPRESENTATION IN THE 
LEAGUE.’ 


If the British self-governing colonies-——Canada, 
Australia, South Africa, and New Zealand—are to 
have each a vote in the body of délegates of the 
league of nations, we think it:is up to our repre- 
sentatives to see that our self-governing states have 
a vote apiece. That would give us forty-nine votes 
as against Great Britain’s five. If Scotland, Ire- 
land, and Wales are given self-government under a 
new federal plan, 
separate vote, and, for-that matter, even the self- 
governing provinces of the colonies. 

This suggestion is not made as irony merely. It 
is intended quite seriously to emphasize the fact 
that representation in the lower or basic chamber 
of the league of nations should have some relation 
to population. If the league is fairly to represent 
the self-governing peoples of the world the — 
of numbers cannot be ignored. 

Why should Canada have a vote in the league 
and New York one-forty-eighth of a vote? Canada 
has @ population of 8,361,000, New York 10,646,989, 
to say nothing of Pennsylvania with a population 
of 8,798,067. South Africa would have a vote with 
@ population of 5,973,394, and Illinois one-forty- 
eighth of a vote with a population of 6,317,734, or 
Ohio with a population of 5,273,814. Australia 
would have a vote with a population of 4,896,000 
and Texas one-forty-eighth of a vote with a popu- 
lation of 4,601,279. New Zealand would have a 
vote with a population of 1,100,000 and Connecticut 
one-forty-eighth of a vote with a population of 
1,114,000. There are thirty-two self-governing com- 
monwealths of the American union each of which 
has a population greater than New Zealand; yet 
altogether they would have only two-thirds of a, 
vote as against New Zealand's full vote. 
American states have a population larger than all 
four of the British self-governing colonies, but they 


the colonies’ four votes. 

The problem of the basis of representation has 
evidently been shirked at Paris. But ifthe league 
of nations is not to be dominated by the executive 
council, in which representation is confined to the 
greater powers associated in the war, it will have 
to be solved, not shelved.

by a Roosevelt that shall be the symbol of every- 
thing that is worth while in a — of matter 
and spirit. 

A Roosevelt memorial building will be a good 
building; no doubt of that. But it will be looked 
upon as a place with walls and a roof and not as 
a memorial to Roosevelt. What we are trying 
to “ get over” is that Roosevelt the symbol is what 
we need most in the minds of Americans. 
their purpose. Now we ought to have a monument 
to Roosevelt, also serving its purpose. 
have other buildings as we require them. They 
will serve a definite purpose. But Americanism 
has the greatest purpose of all. Let us stamp 
that thought indelibly. 

We have every gracious sympathy ae the na- 
tional commission of fine arts and its suggestions 
that American cities and towns refrain from order- 
ing a couple of hundred thousand tons of bargain 
counter statues and fake art absurdities in their 
zeal-to immortalize great men and deeds. Art is 
not bought offhand like a pound of prunes and 
our cities will do well to think in terms of art 
instead of investing in the first line of samples 
proffered by the drummer in heroic bronzes: 

The commission suggests village greens with 
fountains and arches and what not. Fine. But 
Roosevelt was no village green. Let us keep him 
before us in the form in which we knew him 
and let other expedients take their course. A mon- 
ument to Roosevelt is a monument to Roosevelt.

to my attention during this period. Hair 
specimens of this were obtained and the 
circumstances investigated carefully. No 
good evidence was obtained that the 
white hairs were blanched suddenly or 
were in any way abnormal. 


“All statements in the literature of 
such phenomena were made in a less 
critical period than the present. It is 
my judgment that until more satisfying 
evidence is obtained of the actual occur- 
rence of such phenomena, we should re- 
gard sudden blanching of the hair as 
improbable. No method by which it 
could take place is known to me.” 

Replying to the first of G. W. J.’s other 
questions, it is the opinion of dentists 
with whom I have discussed this subject 
that the supposed cases of third dentition 
are not such in fact. In such cases there ts 
an irruption of certain permanent teeth 
which had not itrrupted at the proper 
time, but which had rested unirrupted 
until the loss of teeth had made places 
for them. 

As to true cases of petrification, I do 
not think I can bowl over that legend or 
fact, though, personally, I have never 
seen one.

The naturalization law provides that a 
declaration of intention is invalid for all 
purposes seven years after the date of filing. 

There has been no restriction on alien 
enemies with reference to the filing of peti- 
tions for naturalization, the only restriction 
being to the granting of petitions during thé 
war. By erroneous advice he neglected to 
file a petition until after his declaration of 
intention had expired, and must therefore. if 
he desires to become a citizen of this coun- 
try. file a new declaration and two years 
thereafter he will be in a position to apply

CATCHER INTERFERES 


Here’s Rule That Is Often Mis- 
interpeted by Many. 


BY BILLY EVANS. 
ERHAPS no rule in baseball is 
more often misinterpeted than 
the one pertaining to interference 
by the catcher. Students of the 


game for years have argued that this 


rule needed revision more than any 
other. 

Under the present rules, when the 
catcher interfers with the batsman the 
batsman is entitled to first base, re- 
gardless of whether he hits the ball or 
misses it, whether he reaches the base 
or is out on a fly. : 

No matter what happens when the 
batter strikes at a bill, in which he 
has been interfered with by the catch- 
er, the batsman is entitled to first base. 

The bad part of the rule relates to 
what happens to base runners, who 
may be on the bases at the time. In 
all such cases no runners can advance 


‘huniess forced. 


A wise catcher, if he believes a run- 
ner on third is about to steal home, or 
desires to break up the squeeze play, 
can create an interference with the 
batsman. The batsman goes to first, 
but no other runners can advance un- 

forced. 
es this rule was changed so the bats- 
man was granted first base when the 
catcher interfered, and all other run- 
ners were allowed to advance, whether 
forced or not, interference.on the .part 
of -the catchers would be rare, and 
would always be purely accidental.

STREAM POLLUTION. 


HETHER he knows it or not, 
every man who fishes streams 
is effected by pollution. In 
fact, this is the most import- 

ant problem that the stream fisher- 
man has to consider. 

Every experienced angler knows 
rivers that are now fishless. It may 
be partly due to netting, dynamiting, 
and other illegal fishing, but in most 
cases investigation will show that pol- 
lution is the principal trouble. 


There are three kinds of pollution. 
First, we have community pollution, 
where towns empty their sewerage into 
the nearest streams. While we have 
made some advances along these lines, 
we are but little ahead of savages and 
behind the Chinese. They pollute 
their streams, but they boil their water 
in tea making-—we prefer typhoid and 
other filth diseases. Becoming civil- 
ized is the only remedy. 

Next we have industrial pollution, 
where some manufacturer turns poi- 
sonous wastes into the streams. The 
remedy is to impress upon manufac- 


turers the fact that the streams andj; 


stream life belong to the people; that 
scientific waste disposal is a part of 
his factory problem, and that if he 
cannot get rid of his waste harmless- 
ty he cannot stay in business. 

*x * 

Finally we have individual pollw- 
tion based on persona! laziness and the 
foolish superstition that “water puri- 
fies ttself after flowing three miles.” 

The man who throws a cup of oil in 
the river merely to get rid of it is the 
stream polluting manufacturer on a 
small scale. 

It’s going to be a long trail to edu- 
cate the American people up to the 
point where they are equal to Eu- 
ropeans on the pollution question, but 
it has to be done, and soon.
